Kentucky Soldiers Will Take Part in Man- 
euvers in Indiana this Summer. 



South Bend, Ind., March G.— 
Semi-official information has 
reached South Bend officers of 
the Indiana National Guard that 
orders will be issued in a few 
days by the War Department to 
prepare for mobilization of Fed- 
eral troops and National Guards- 
men during the coming summer. 
Camp will be established at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, two miles 
northeast of Lawrence, this State. 
The camp will represent the 
Department of the Lake, with 
Brig. Gen. Funston in command. 
The Department includes Wis- 
>in, Illinois, Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Ohio and Kentucky. The 
National Guardsmeu of these 
States wiil join the regulars of 
the Department at camp. 

The tentative plan is that the 
National Guard of the States 
shall come and go, that is oue 
State will have its militia with 
regulars two or three weeks and 
then the militia of another State 
will come in for a like stay. The 
regulars at all posts and bar- 
racks within the geographical 
limits of the Department of the 
Lakes will be assembled at In- 
dianapolis- It is proposed to 
bring them into camp about the 
middle of May or the first of 
June aud keep them there three 
iths.

According to the New York 
Sun, an American locomotive 
works lias in process 100 loco- 
motives for Japan, which were 
intended to be built in Grea 
Britian. Specification* w e r < 
drawn for British eugines. Two 
American tirrns were allowed to 
estimate, in the hope that thev 
would not care to submit p 
tot only twenty out of the 100 
required. The Americaus were 
auxious to get into Japan and 
decided to incur large expendi- 
ture for special patterns, so they 
put in a figure for twenty 
machines and a lower figure for 
100. The British makers were 
higher, but they had a "pull," 
and they worked it. It 
decided that au order should go 
to England for eighty machines 
and to the United States for 
twentv. Then the Japanese de 
cided that the 100 locomotives 
must be in hand within a fixed 
time. The Americans agreed to 
put the 100 locomotives into 
Japan two months earlier than 
the time stipulation. The British 
makers wanted eight months 
longer than the time fixed by 
the Japanese. As a result the 
whole order came to America. 
The same Japanese road, after 
trying to get some steel cars 
made iu Wales within a certain 
period, found it impossible, and 
the order will go to Pennysyl- 
vania. 

All forms of transposition ex- 
cept the regular two cent rate 
provided by law, will be cut off 
by the railroads in Ohio. This 
decision has been reached at a 
conference of passenger repre- 
sentatives of all railroads with 
lines in that State- It 
agreed that by eliminating 
erything except two-cent fares 
the roads could in a measure, 
recompense themselves for the 
loss caused by the new rate law 
The action contemplated will 
deprive Ohioans of all reduced 
transportation for conventions; 
of the 1,000 mile books; of all 
charity busiues3 and of all round 
trip rates and clergymen's rates.

Helsiogfore. Finland. March 6 — It is 
feaTed that Sou fishermen, with their 
families, win are afloat on the >ce In 
the gulf of Finland, are doomed to 
perish. A fortnight ago about 1,000 per- 
eoDs, who had with them their horses, 
were fleeing off the east land, when the 
ice parted and was driten by a storm 
into the Baltic sea. Later the ice split 
and the wind changed to east, and a 
block, on "which there were 200 fam- 
ilies, came ashore at Fredericksham. 
The fate of the others is unknown. 

Cronetadt, Russia. March 5.— A block 
of Ice from the gulf of Finland with 
about 150 fishermen on It has been 
driven ashore here. The ice breaker 
Ermack has gone to the rescue of the 
remainder of the fishermen.

Tronhjem, Norway, March 5.— Sev- 
eral fishing boats reported missing 
have turned up at various points, and 
the total loss is now reduced to eight 
boat* and twenty-five men. 

The Cyclone In Society Islanda. 

Paris, March 6.— Minister of Colonies 
Clemintei has received a cable mes- 
sage confirming the press reports that 
the Fiench Establishment Oceania was 
devastated by a cyclone and tidal wave 
February 7 and 8. Tahiti was partic- 
ularly affected. Three hundred and 
twenly-seven houses at Papeete were 
destroyed. Two relief ships sent to 
the scene of the disaster from the 
Tuamitu islands have not returned. The 
government of the colony has asked for 
assistance. The loss of fife has been

Green, tender 
grass, roots, pumpkins and apples 
will be digested sooner than hay, 
corn fodder and grain, a cow of 
vigorous digestion, fed on food that 
is easily digested and notoverstrong 
in nourishment, might get hungry

Sncculence for Hogi. 

I No animal w*s ever intended to 
i subsist alone on dry, concentrated 
foods, writes an Illinois farmer in 
American Argicultnrist. What the 
hog needs along with concentrated 
foods is an occasional succulent ra- 
tion, with the opportunity to provide 
him with clover, rape, 'beets, arti- 
choke, silage etc. There is no 
reason why he should be abandoned 
to the conditions which invite dis- 
ease and death. 

There is not a month of the year 
when an cccasionai succulent ration 
could not be provided for the hog. 
This with pure water would enable 



him to resist and throw off the germs 
and disease alway prevalent and 

sufficiently frequent to kill when 
subiected to conditions inviting 
death. 



Feeding Colta. 

For celts lead the list or feeding 
stuffs, but shorts and bran and bar- 
ley peas and some com may be pro- 
fitably used where economy U 
important.
